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FOUR PERSONS DIE é TWO SINK N OUCKSANO, 


IN SWEATSHOP FIRE, . 


Scores Narrowly Escape from 
Incendiary Blaze Down Lad- 
ders and Over Roofs. 


FIREMEN RESCUE MANY 


Two Members of Truck 18 Injured 
When a Floor Crumbles Un- 
der Their Feet. 


Two women, sweatshop workers, clung 
to the railing of a fire escape on the 
fifth floor of the big seven-story brick 
building at 542 to 548 Water Street last 
night and screamed for help, while flames 
crept up from the lower floors, The 
flames reached them and they were 
driven back inside. As the building 
burned two dozen men were rescued by 


the police and firemen, but no women 


were among the rescued. 

Four charred bodies were found just be- 
fore midnight. One of them was that of 
&@ women. Another was that of a man 
apparently about 40 years old. The other 
two were so badly charred that the fire- 


men could not tell whether they were 


men or women. 

It is supposed that all who lost their 
lives in the blaze were sweatshop work- 
ers, for the upper floors of the building 
were occupied by dozens of them. In 
many of the shops men and women were 
at work when the fire started. 

The firemen are still searching the 
tulrns this morning in the belief that other 
bodies will be found. Until the search is 
ended the number of dead cannot be defi- 
hitely settled. 

The fire was undoubtedly of incendiary 
origin, according to Fire Chief Croker. 
Three alarms were sounded, and practl- 
cally the entire fighting force of the lower 
tast side turned out to save the warehouse 
fection, of which the big seven-story 
building was the centre. There was a 
hospital, too, less than a block away, and 
the firemen feared the flames might 
teach there, but valiant work kept the 
blaze within the one building. The dam- 
age is estimated by Chief Croker at $75,- 
000 or more. 

Many Got Down Fire Escapes. 

The building, one of the largest in that 
part of the city, was occupied mainly by 
sweat shops. From one of these a Mun- 
dred or more scrambied down the fire 
escapes in the rear, on Cherry Street,, for 
the building ran from .Water to Cherry, 
and a few reached the roof and ran along 
to neighboring buildings, from which they 
reached the street in safety. 

The four bodies which were found In 
the ruins were on the sixth floor, near the 
Water Street side. The victims were 
probably driven from the front windows 
by the flames and were overcome before 
they could run.the length of the building 
and get out by way of the fire escapes 
on the Cherry Street side. 

Escape on the Water Street side of that 
part of the building was impossible, for 
flames were licking up the front from 
the third floor to the roof. There were 
no stairways leading to the roof, the fire- 
men say, and no elevator was in work- 
Ing order. 

The searching party of firemen, headed 
by Deputy Chief Guerin, was organized 
as goon as the blaze was out, about 9:30 
p’clock. For an hour the firemen were 
kept busy washing away the débris so 
that they could see what lay beneath. It 
was nearly midnight before the first body 
was found. It was near one of the win- 
dows on the sixth floor. 

The body of the woman was about thirty 
feet from the front of the bullding, and it 
ls supposed that she was one of the two 
who were seen by the watchman hanging 
to the fire escape of the fifth floor soon 
after the blaze started. How she got to 
the sixth floor will never be known. 

While the search for the bodies was 
going on on the sixth floor Deputy Chief 
Suerin and his men had a narrow escape 
from death. Without warning part of 
the floor gave way and several of the 
firemen were plunged headlong to the 
fifth floor. Firemen Thomas Walsh and 
John Miller, both of Truck 18, were hurt. 
Walsh sustained a broken wrist and Mil- 
ier was badly bruised. They were hustled 
flown to the street by their comrades and 
the wounds were dressed by Dr. Wygley 
of Gouverneur Hospital. 

Body Fell with Floor. 


When the floor fell one of the charred 
bodies which had not been seen by the 
firemen plunged down to the fifth floor 
and landed a few feet away from the 
firemen who were injured. This body 
proved to be that of a man apparently 
about 40 years old. 

Policeman Edward F. Howe of the Mad- 
ison Street Station saw the blaze first. 
{ft shone through the front windows on 
the Water Street side of the building on 
the third floor. He sent in an alarm and 
started the work of rescue without wait- 
Ing for the arrival of the firemen. Two 
men were “6n the fifth floor fire 
escape on the east end of the build- 
Ing when Howe and several volunteers 
began scaling the fire escapes on the 
west end. Howe yelled to the men to 
cross over to the west side, This they 
did, and descended to the third floor 
platform and were rescued by the police- 
man. 

“There are others inside,’’ whispered 
Abraham Rosmann, one of the sweatshop 
workers. as he was being darried down 
the ladder. The other man who was res- 
tued was Nathan Liebowitz. Howe and 
his volunteers returned to the upper 
floors and assisted a number of other 
sweatshop workers to safety. 

In the rear on the Cherry Street side 
other rescuers were at work, and a num- 
ber of men escaped that way. The fire 
by this time had spread to the fourth 
and fifth floors on the east side of the 
building. It was then that the women 
were seen on the fire escape of the fifth 
floor. 

Cornelius Sullivan, & watchman, em- 
ployed at Silas W. Griggs's warehouse, 
just across Water Street, saw the women 
and heard their cries for help.

The Macre family went down to Coney 
Island yesterday to pick wild flowers. 
The head of the family is Frank Macre, a 
steampipe manufacturer, who lives at 
210 East 109th Street. With him were 
his wife, his daughter Janette, and his 
son Charles. They hit on the stretch of 
land between the back fence of the 
Brighton Beach race track and Coney Isl- 


and Creek as the best wild-flower field 
in sfght. 

For an hour the wild-flower picking 
went gayly on. Then, in his anxiety to 
get more and better flowers, Mr. Macre 
ventured too near to the edge of the 
creek, and sank over his ankle tn the 
mud and quicksand. He struggled to get 
out, and got in deeper. His daughter 
dropped her bunch of flowers and rushed 
to her father’s rescue. In about ten sec- 
onds she was as helpless as he. Mrs. 
Macre was standing on the firmer ground, 
wringing her hands and screaming. She 
also had dropped her bunch of wild 
flowers. 

Charles Macre, likewise dropping his 
flowers, made off on the run for the 
office of the Coney Island Water Works, 
which was close by. There he found 
Joseph Hamilton, the assistant engineer, 
in charge. The chief engineer, Louls W. 
Hartt, lives next to the works, and when 
Hamilton started to the rescue of the 
mired Macres, Carrie Hartt, the engi- 
neer’s daughter, and Mrs. Lilla Hartt, 
his daughter-in-law, went with him. 
They took with them boards and ropes. 

Mrs. Macre was still screaming when 
the rescuérs arrived. Mr. Macre, finding 
that ail his endeavors to reach dry land 
resulted in his sinking deeper, had ceased 
to struggle. Both he and his daughter 
were up to their shoulders in the mud and 
sand. Hamilton did a little preliminary 
work, and found that he was too heavy 
for the job of pulling the two Macres out 
of the mud. Then Mrs, Hartt, who was 
the slightest of the rescuers, offered to 
carry the rope out to Mr. Macre. The 
boards were placed in position, and Mrs. 
Hartt succeeded in getting the rope under 
the man’s arms. The other end of the 
rope was carried up, and then all but 
Mrs. Macre took hold and pulled with a 
will until Mr. Macre was able to pull him- 
self up on the plank. Then he helped 
rescue his daughter. 

Dr. Jacob Jentzer of Coney Island gave 
to Mr. Macre and his daughter a stimu- 
lant. Both were exhausted. They went 
to the Hartt home to recover, and then 
went home without a single wild flower. 


BRYAN POSES ON HIS RIDE. 


Moving-Picture Machine Records His 
Entrance Into Chicago.

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—William Jennings 
Bryan did some posing to-day in Chicago 
in order that his admirers all over the 
country might have an opportunity to| 
catch a glimpse of him in action. His 
ride from the railway station to the Aud- 
{torlum was arranged by a moving-pic- 
ture concern, and he obligingly gestured 
and moved about for the benefit of the 
camera in an auto ahead of the one in 
which he rode. 

Once the procession was halted, while 
an employe of the picture company rushed 
to the side of the candidate's motorcar 
and carried, on an animated conversa- 
tion entirely in the sign language. 

At the hotel the candidate's car drew 
up to the curb in a sweeping curve. The 
picture machine failed to catch it. The 
car whirled away and again came to the 
curb with a flourish. Again the machine 
refused to work satisfactorily. A third 
time Mr. Bryan ordered his car swung 
out into the street and back again. This 
time all worked in harmony, and the pic- 
tures will show Norman FB. Mack, Col. 
John I. Martin, and other Democratic 
leaders lined up along the curb in front 
of the Auditorium wafting a cheerful 
greeting as the auto swings the broad, 
expansive smile of Mr. Bryan into view. 


FOUR FIRES IN A BANK. 


Mysterious Blazes in the Century at 
135 Fifth Avenue. 


There was a series of small fires in the 
Century Bank, last night, which kept the 
firemen on the jump, but did no appre- 
ciable damage. Th2 bank occupies the 
ground floor of the ten-story building at 
the northeast corner of Fifth Avenue and 
Twentieth Street. 

The watchman of the building, Charles 
Stein, in mgking his rounds at 7:30 
o'clock, discovered that the scaffolding in 
the bank on which painters had been 
working on Saturday was afire. He did 
not have the keys of the bank, and was 
in a quandary how to act. 

A policeman sent in a still-alarm, and 
the men from Engine Company 14 had to 
break through a steel door to reach the 
blaze. Just as they were leaving the 
building another fire was discovered on 
the floor umderneath the canvas which 
covered the floor. 

Later the fire patrol came along and 
examined the premises. They discov- 
ered another fire, and this was also ex- 
tinguished. At 10:80 o'clock last night 
Engine Company 14 was again called to 
the building for a fire in the basement 
directly underneath the bank. 

The firemen are unable to explain the 
reason for the several outbreaks, but are 
keeping a sharp watch on the building. 


LAUNCH UPSET IN THE RIVER. 


Wang of the Tug Three Brothers Res- 
cues Crew of the Merry Widow. 


The Merry Widow was swamped yes- 
terday afternoon, and the crew was res- 
cued by Wang. The affair had nothing 
to do with light opera, however. The 
Merry Widow in this instance was an 
elghteen-foot launch, and Jacob Wang 
is Captain of the Three Brothers, a tug. 

Early in the afternoon, while in the 
Hudson, off 181st Street, the launch 
Merry Widow was passed by an excur- 
sion steamboat and two barges in tow of 
a tug. The wash from the larger craft 
overturned the launch. The three men 
who composed the crew struggled around 
in the river, keeping themselves afloat 
as best’ they could until the arrival of 
the Three Brothers, 

The tug picked up the men and landed 
them at the Cobweb Yacht Club, at the 
foot of 152d Street, and beached the 
launch at Spuyten Duyvil. The boat is

APATAY DANGEROUS, 
HARRIMAN DECLARES, 


Won’t Say to Whom, but Thinks 
Voters in Conservative 
States Should Awake. 


THINKS HE CAN GET MONEY) 


His Twelve-Year-Old Son Killed a Bear 
While They Were in the 
Woods.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 7.—E. H. Har- 
riman, who returned to this city this 
morning after his four weeks’ outing with 
his family at Pelican Bay on Upper 
Klamath Lake, sees in the apathy of the 
Presidential campaign ground for appre- 
hension, 

“The indifference which is being mani- 
fested in the progress of the campaign 
may be dangerous,” he said. “It un- 
doubtedly {ts accounted for by the fact 
that the people are tired of agitation. 
Everything has been agitated that could 
be agitated, and the people are no longer 
aroused. At the same timé, I consider 
this indifference as dangerous.” 

“Dangerous to whom?” Mr. Harriman 
was asked. He replied with a twinkle in 
his eyes: 

“Well, you know the situation. But 
what I mean is that the people in the 
conservative States may stay at home on 
Election Day and the result may be dif- 
ferent than Is anticipated unless they are 
aroused to see the necessity of voting.” 

This statement was made after Mr. 
Harriman had refused to say anything on 
politics. On tariff legislation he spoke 
more freely. 

“Tariff modification, I call it,”” he said. 
*“*T have always been in favor of it, and 
I am still. The only trouble is that it 
should have been undertaken eight years 
ago, and before all this other agitation.” 

When it was called to his attention that 
Admiral Evans had said that it was Mr. 
Harriman to whom, the Nation should 
look to conduct the commercial fight for 
nastery of the Pacific, he smiled, and at 
first answered evasively: 

“T am not interested In sugar.” 

After this reference to irterests domi- 
nant in the Hawatian Islands, he added: 

“We are fighting that fight all the 
time, but I can tell you that it is a labor 
of love.” 

He asserted that the profits of the Pa- 
cific Mail were a negligible quantity. 
From other sources it was learned to-day 
that the Harriman interests will renew 
the fight in Congress for a subsidy. 

"What do I know about the financial 
situation?" Mr. Harriman said, ‘“ I have 
known more about fishing lately,”’ and he 
extended a hand well browned by the sun. 
“ As to the railroad extension, I can say 
that we are going ahead as fast as the 
situation warrants. You must remember 
that while the Union Pacific has financed 
its new work, the Southern Pacific has 
not yet done so. But I have no reason 
to belleve that there will be any difficulty 
in getting money.” 

This assertion was made with a broad 
smile. The fact that Southern Pacific 
stock was selling at a large advance 
pleased him. When asked to account for 
it he replied: 

“The property is worth it.’’ Then he 
added: ‘‘ Everything that has been done 
has been in the open. The large number 
of sales that are reported in the market 
may be sales in circles, and it does not 
mean that any new interest is acqulring 
that amount of stock.”’ 

It was suggested that the understand- 
ing that had been reached between the 
Southern Pacific and the Western Pa- 
cific had something to do with the rise 
of the stock, but Mr. Harriman bridiled 
at this and would not admit that there 
was any understanding between himself 
and Mr. Gould. 

When asked what he thought of the 
Hughes candidacy for Governor in New 
York, Mr. Harriman said: 

‘When I first came out here my friends 
sent me telegraphic reports of everything 
that was going on in politics in the Hast, 
but I wired them that I was on a vaca- 
tion, and not to send me anything unless 
I asked for it, ang since then I have 
heard nothing.” 

Mr. Harriman is accompanied by his 
wife, his two daughters, and his sons. 
Roland, the younger son, who is only 
12, shot a bear while the family was at 
Pellican Bay. He got the animal at fifty 
yards, and brought him down with the 
first shot, using a 38-calibre rifle. 


MESABA AGAIN MENACED. 


Forest Fires, Thought to Have Been 
Quelled, Again Raging. 


DULUTH, Minn., Sept. 7.—The Mesaba 
Range is again threatened with the fire 
horror which swept away Chisholm Sat- 
urday and wiped out thousands of acres 
of standing timber. After a day of quiet 
the flames were‘fanned into renewed fury 
again to-day, sweeping on toward Hib- 
bing, Buhl, and Nashwauk from the 
south. 

The town of Snowball, 100 inhabitants, 
wag destroyed this afternoon. The people 
had no opportunity to fight the flames, 
and fled in terror. Snowball is about 
two miles from Nashwauk, 

Brooklyn, a small suburb of Hibbing, is 
threatened with fire, and if this portion 
of the town catches the rest {s doomed. 
Buhl and Nashwauk, which were’ threat- 
ened with destruction Sunday, are again 
in danger, and the flames are creeping 
slowly toward them. 

Aurora is entirely surrounded by forest 
fires, and the citizens are fighting the 
flames. The town is believed to be safe 
unless a strong wind should arise. 

Mitchell, a small town about one mile 
southeast of Hibbing, was threatened with 
destruction all day to-day and was saved 
only by heroic efforts. Several hundred 
men are still guarding the place. The 
pine timber which surrounds Mitchel! has 
been almost entirely consumed. Between 
Nashwauk and Hibbing, a region twenty- 
two miles long, the forests are one con- 
tinuous front of flames. 

From Hibbing it {s an appalling sight, 
and the big clouds of smoke which have 
been pouring over the threatened city all 


day hid the sun as though the sky was 
yaa sen with clouds. 


RUSTIN’S SUICIDAL MANIA. 


ral Timés Inoculated Himself with 
Disease Germs, Friends Say. - 
Special to The New York Times. 

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 7.—Developments 
in the Dr. F. T. Rustin’ shooting case to- 
day all tended to uphold the suicide 
theory. There were reports of attempts at 
suicide on the part of Rustin in the last 


three years, and it was said that he de- 
vised some of the most horrible means 
of death ever known in medical annals. 
It is supposei that he tried these queer 
secret methods because of the clause in 
many of his insurance policies which ren- 
dered them void !f the holder killed him- 
self. 

The first attompt, it is said, was in 
April, 1905, when he tried to inoculate 
himself with the germs of cancer in the 
throat. The germs, however, did not 
develop. 

The next attempt ‘was made several 
months afterward, when he sent to Chi- 
cago and got two tubes of pure cultures, 
one of tetanus bacilli and the other of 
typhold getms. These he carried around 
in his pocket for days, showing his 
friends and telling them of the effect of 
taking them. ‘nen he was attacked with 
typhoid and, for weeks hovered between 
life and death, but finally recovered. A 
year later he told his friends that he had 
inoculated himself with typhoid time after 
time in order to make his death appear 
natural. 

About the sare time he showed a small 
scar on his leg, which he said was caused 
by the bite of a dog, but which his friends 
now say was caused by the Injection of 
tetanus germs which failed to propagate. 
A year ago his friends attempted to secure 
his promise never again to attempt sul- 
cide. Hits reply was: 

“The next time I try it there will be 
no doubt about it. I will be successful.” 


URGES CAPT. HAINS TO DIE. 


Suicide Only Way to Atone for Annis 
Murder, Tennesseean Writes. 


A new phase of the unwritten law was 
brought to the attention of Capt, Peter 
|C. Hains, Jr., who with his brother, T. 
| Jenkins Hains, {8 confined in the Queens 
County Jail, Long Island City, awaiting 
trial for the shooting of William E. An- 
nis, at the Bayside Yacht Club, Aug. 15, 
when a native of Tennessee writing to 
Capt. Halns on the code of honor asked 
the Captain to “ please commit suicide.” 

Ever since the killing of Annis the two 
brothers have received many curious let- 
ters, some denouncing, some upholding 
the crime, but it remained for the Ten- 
hesseean to set forth in detail the articles 
of the unwritten law. While the exact 
text of the letter and name and address 
of the writer were refused, it is known 
that the writer, while approving the kill- 
ing of Annis for wrecking Capt. Hains’s 
home, called the attention of the Captain 
to the “‘unsportsmanlike manner” in 
which the murder was carried out.

BURRO HELD UP THE CARS. 


Tried to Behead a Policeman and 
Kicked Out the Car’s Headlight.

The burro escaped from his stall by 
gnawing in two his halter, and strolled 
over to the avenue and took up a position 
on the southbound tracks. The first 
southbound car that happened along} 
stopped about five feet from the burro. 
The burro didn't budge, 

Then came Patrolman Farrell of the 
East 126th Street Station, who tried to 
move the burro by his club, and that the 
burro missed Farrell with his heels was 
not his fault..

SANDBAGGED IN A HOTEL. 


New Haven Man Says Young Thug 
Robbed Him While Unconscious. 


Herbert L. Bradley of New Haven, 
Conn., entered the East Fifty-first Street 
Police Station last night, and told Lieut. 
Hallahan that he had been sandbagged 
and robbed in the Vanderbilt Hotel, Lex- 


‘jington Avenue and Forty-second Street. 


He had been knocked senseless, accord- 
ing to his story to the police, and while 
in this condition, robbed of $50 in cash, 
his gold watch and chain, a ring valued 
at $125, and return ticket to New Haven. 
His assailant, he described as a young 
man of medium height, dressed in a dark 
sult, and wearing a derby hat. He had 
seen him several times during the day, 
and thought that’ the thug had been 
watching him from the time he reached 
the Grand Central Station from New 
Haven yesterday morning.

Bradley told Lieut. Hallahan that he 
lived at 138 Hughes Place, New Haven, 
and came to Manhattan to spend the day. 
He had watched the labor parades and 
later went to the Vanderbilt Hotel, to get 
a drink, he stated. When he went fo the 
washroom the young man he had seen 
several times during the day followed 
him and struck him on the back of his 
head with a blunt instrument, which, he 
believed, was a sandbag.

skins of many leaves are, in fact, 
lenses, very much like the eyes of 
many insects, and quite as capable of 
forming clear images of surrounding 
objects.

These lenses are so good and focus 
the light that falls on them so care- 
fully that photographs can be taken} 
by means of them. Prof. Wager has 
taken a great many such photographs, 
and he showed some of the more re- 
markable. These included reproduc- 
tions of. a photograph of Darwin, in 
which the features were distinct and 
unmistakable, as well as direct photo- 
graphs of landscapes and people. Even 
colored photographs were exhibited, 
and, like the rest, they are remarkably 
clearly defined. 

Not only do these plant eyes see 
well, but the rays of light which by 
means of them are focused on the inte- 
rior of the leaf are carried t6 the brain 
of the plant and affect its subsequent 
It has long been known 
| that the leaves of plants move so that 
they can get a maximum of light. It 
is now suggested how this movement is 
made possible, and the process is al- 
most identical with like movements, in 
the case of animals. A close analysis 
of the eyes of plants, moreover, proves 
them highly developed organs. 


TO CURB BANK EXAMINERS.

ZEPPELIN BUILDING FACTORY. 


Kaiser Says Aeronaut Can Always 
Rely Upon Support from Sovereign. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Sept. 7.—Count 
Zeppelin has completed arrangements for 
the construction of an immense airship 
factory at Lake Constance, and has leased 
a tract of land for fifty years. 

Prof. H. Hergesell of the University of 
Strasburg, the Government Commissioner 
in charge of the acceptance of airships, 
arrived here to-day from Strasburg, 
where’ he had a conversation with the 
Kaiser on the subject of air navigation.

ATTACKS TAFT’S ARGUMENT 


Declares His Rival Is Prejudiced 
Against the Jury System—Labor 
Question a Moral One. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Organized labor to- 
day paid tribute to Wililam J. Bryan. 
Although it was Labor Day, it soon be- 
came manifest that the workers had made 
it Bryan Day. Within an hour after his 
arrival in the city the Democratic candi- 
| date for President, standing on the bal- 
cony of the Auditorium Hotel, received 
the plaudits of thousands of toilers as 
they marched by in the big labor parade. 

Their enthusiasm was unbounded. Not 
infrequently the workers halted before 
the candidate, doffed their caps, and gave 
three cheers “for our next President.’ 
Many others more familiarly addressed 
him as “ Bill” and “ Willlam.” A mighty 
shout went up when he reached out his 
hands and caught ‘a cigarmakers’ union 
badge which one of that body threw to 
him from the street. 


Crowd Demands a Speech. 


So insistent for a speech was the crowd 
jin front @f the hotel that Mr. Bryan 
yielded. In the course of a brief ad- 
dress he paid a tribute to labor, and said 
he believed in the observance of Labor 
Day because he thought “ we all ought to 
strive to assist in dignifying in every 
possible way the honest toil upon which 
our Nation properly rests.’ 
| Without any preliminaries, President 
John Fitzpatrick of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor introduced Mr. Bryan, who, 
because of the cheers he received, stood 
for several minutes at the front of the 
pavilion before he could make himself 
heard. The speech was practically dupll- 
cated an hour afterward at Brand's Park, 
| where the electrical workers were hold- 
| ing forth. 


Labor Question a Moral One. 

|} Mr. Bryan, in the course of his speech, 
| said: 

| “If it were proper to speak from & 
text I would select a passage from Prov- 
|erbs, for I know of no better one than that 
furnished by the words of Solomon when 
he declared that as a man ‘thinketh in 
his heart, so is he.’— 

“The world is growing toward brother- 
hood, and our Nation ts leading the way. 
There is more altruism in this country 
than anywhere else inf the world, | 
and more to-day than there ever has been | 
before. The labor organization is a part 
of this great movement of the masses 
toward closer fellowship. It has worked 
wonders in the past, and its work is only 
commenced. 

“The labor organization helps thove 

outside of it as its members because the 
increased wages and. improved conditions 
{are shared by non-union men as well as 
by union men. Do not understand me to 
say that a labor organization is perfect; 
‘the King can do no wrong’ can no more 
be spoken of a group than of individuals. 
But, fortunately for the laboring man, 
the judgment pronounced against his 
mistakes must tempered by the fact 
that those with whom the pvoring man 
comes into contact are also likely to err. 
When the employe deals with «the em- 
ployer he is dealing with one of like pas- 
sions with himself. ‘If the employe has 
sometimes resorted to violence to en- 
force his wishes the employer has some- 
times employed his position to secure an 
§ | unfair share of the joint product. 


Sherman Law and Labor, 


“The labor organization has been se~ 
riously handicapped by the fact that it 
has been—and I am not sure that it has 
not been done unwittingly—yoked up with 
the industrial combinations known as} 
trusts. The proneness of ‘trust defenders | 
to use the labor organization as an ex-| 
cuse for combinations in restraint of 
trade has aroused the suspicion that they 
have been classed together for the pur- 
pose of shielding the combinations of 


capital. As the result of eighteen years 
of anti-trust legislation. only one man

“Upon the jury question Mr. 
clearly takes issue with us. He is thor- 
oughly aroused by what he regards as a 
menace to the courts. Here is his lament: 

‘* Never in the history of the country has 
there been sUch an insidious attack upon 
the judicial system as the proposal to inter- 
ject a jury trial between all orders of the 
court made after full hearing and the. en- 
forcement of such orders. 

“This would come under the head of 
‘important if true.’ But the fact is, our 
platform specifically declares that we 
favor a measure ‘which passed the 
United States Senate in 1896, and which 
a Republican Congress has ever since re- 
fused to enact,’ &c.,’ providing for trial 
by jury in cases of indirect contempt. 
This measure passed the United States 
Senate more than twelve years ago, and 
the vote upon it was so nearly unani- 
mous that no roll call was demanded. 
The bill was not smuggled through with- 
out discussion. It was amended in open 
Senate, and the members of the Senate 
had ae ae opportunity to understand it. 
It would have passed Congress and be- 
come a law long ago but for the fact that 
a few large corporate employers of labor 
have kept a lobby in Washington ever 
since, and have been able to coerce Con- 
gress into ignoring the laboring men’s 
plea. 

Taft Biased on Juries, He Says. 

“Mr. Taft is not an unbiased judge 
where the jury system is under consider- 
ation. He is not only known as the 
father of government by injunction, but 
he is prejudiced against the jury system. 
Every man is unconsciously influenced 
by his environment, and Mr. Taft’s long 
service upon the bench has led him to 
underrate the importance of the jury 
system. 
of Yale, entitled ‘A Judge on the Bench,’ 
he shows a decided leaning toward an 
increase of the authority of the Judge, 
and praises the procedure in the Federal 
court at the expense of the Western 
courts, even though he admits that ‘ the 
jury system popularizes the court and 
gives the people to understand that they 
have not only an interest but also a 
part, in the administration of justice.’ 

“He has fallen into the error of as- 
suming that any improvement in the 
method of court procedure is an attack 
upon the authority of the court. This is 
an ancient method of opposing reforms. 

“Tt is not a reflection upon the Judge of 
a criminal court to say that he shall not 
decide upon the guilt of the accused. Our 
criminal courts are the better, not the 
worse, for the substitution of trial by 
jury. It»must be remembered, too, that 
in cases of indirect contempt the charge 
is a criminal one and that the punish- 
ment is by fine or imprisonment. All the 
reasons that apply to criminal cases ap- 
ply to these cases of indirect contempt, 
and the abuses to be removed by the pro- 
press law are those that have grown up 
ecause of the increased tendency of the 
reat corporations to use the writ of in- 
Fnetion to avoid the jury trial. 

‘“*The Democratic platform proposes no 
interference with the right of the Judge 
to decide the cases of direct contempt— 
contempt committed in the presence of the 
court; neither it proposed to interfere 
with the right Bf the Judge to determine 
the punishment for indirect contempt. 

“While the laboring men have been the 
first to complain of this denial of the 
right of trial by jury in cases of indirect 
contempt, it ought not to be considered a 
labor question. The jury system is so es- 
sential to the administration of justice 
that the subject ought to appeal to all 
who make a study-of the science of gov- 
erhment. THe jury system must be pre- 
served, and we cannot hope to preserve 
it if for any reason or under any pretext 
we permit any citizen to be denied the 
protection which it furnishes, 


Distribution of Awards, 


* One of the great problems of to-day Is 
to secure an equitable distribution of the 
proceeds of toil. Where. men-work to- 
gether the army organization applies to 
some degree; that is, some direct, others 


are directed. The difficulty has been to 
divide the results fairly between the cap- 
tains of industry and the privates in the 
ranks. As the dividing is done largely 


| by the captains, it is not unnatural that | that Gov. 


they should magnify their part and ap- 
propriate too large a share; neither is it 
unnatural that there should be complaint 
on the part of the toilers who think that 
their recompense is insufficient. 

“The labor question, therefore, as it 
presents itself at this #ime, is chiefly a 
question of distribution, and the legisla- 
tion asked for is legislation which will 
secure to each that to which his services 
entitle him. As legislation is secured 
through the ballot every one should use 
the ballot to obtain the legislation neces- 
sary. The Democratic platform presents 
the ideal toward which the Democratic 
Party is striving, namely, justice in the 
distribution of rewards. The Democratic 
Party proclaims that each individual 
should receive from society a reward for 
his toil commensurate with his contribu- 
tion to the welfare of society, and unless 
some other party can do the work better, 
the Democratic Party ought to have the 
support of all, whether they belong to the 
wage-earning class or occupy positions in 
which they direct the efforts of others.

It came out yesterday that there is a 
eircumstance behind the decision of Mr.

| Middle Western States, and possibly to 
the Pacific Coast, which did not operate 
in previous Presidential elections, when it 
} was possible to make a stay-at-homo 
|front-porch campaign. The circumstance 
iwhich has caused the change in Repub- 
lican plans is one of their own laws, the 
railroad rate regulation act which went 
into effect two years ago. That act pro- 
hibits the giving of free passes by rall- 
roads, and there is the whole story. 

The front porch campaign costs money 
in any event, but in these days of paid 
for railroad transportation such a cam- 
paign would cost much. The front porch 
campaign is not such a spontaneous af- 
fair as it might appear to the uninitiated. 
Now and then some enthusiast will get 
up an excursion from nearby territory to 
call on the camlidate and hear him ex- 
pound the party gospel. But the front 

orch campaign, te be successful, must 

ave @ steady stream of such delegations. 
They must come from all points within 
possible traveling distance of the candi- 
date’s home, and their arrival must be 
deftly arranged so that they will sand~ 
wich in well, one with another, and kee 
the days of the candidate properly filled. 
They must give him something to talk 
about all’ the time, and so furnish the 
full opportunity for him to get his views 
| before the public on all sorts of questions. 

When the delegations fail to urrive there 
is no means of getting the candidate into 
print except by the undesirable formal 
statement or interview from him, which 
does not carry the political weight or re- 
ceive the circulation that a public speech 
aioes. The occasional excursions of the 
enthusiastic faithful would not nearly 
fill the bill for a successful front porch 
campaign, and,it requires skillful man- 
agement and a !ot of hard work on the 
part of the campaign directors to keep 
the line of visitors unbroken so that the 
flow of speech shall not be interrupted. 
The late Senator Hanna was a master 
at that, and the MeKinley campaigns 
were models of the front porch variety. 
But since Mr, Hanna had charge of af- 
fairs the Rate bill has gone into effect, 
and the railrdads cannot now contribute 
as effectively as they used to do to the 
success of that kind of campalgning. Spe- 
cial trains nowadays have to be paid for 
in cash; and inasmuch as corporations 
are forbidden by law to, make contribu- 
tions to campaign funds the railroads 
are estopped from taking their old part 
in the front ores campaigning. 

There has been no evidence in the Re- 
publican campaign so far this year that 
the railroads were disposed to give any 
such assistance, even if it were still per- 
missible. But if they were inclined to do 
so Mr. Taft would not permit it. He has 
given emphatic instructions’ to his cam- 
paign managers to regard both the letter 
and the spirit of the law prohibiting 
contributions from corporations, and is 
opposed to at that would appear 
to be an evasion of it, 

The result is obvious. It is much less 
expensive to transport one candidate and 
his party about the country than {ft is to 
bring a daily delegation of from one to 
five thousand people two or three hun- 
dred miles to call on him. So Mr. Taft 
is going to swing around the circle. 
There will be some stay-at-home work in 
Cincinnati, and a few excursions will be 
organized, largely from among the Ohio 
enthusiasts, who are able and willing to 
pay their own way, as the Virginians 
did at Hot Springs. But the greater part 
of Mr. Taft's campaigning will be done 
from his own special train. 

Mr. Bryan's managers apparently saw 
through the new situation earlier in the 
game than the Republicans did. 
plan first talked about at Lincoln was 
that Mr. Bryan should make a stay-at- 
home campaign, and all Lincoln was 
happy, especially the business men, who 
thought they saw an opportunity to make 
money out of the campaign visitors. But 
it is several weeks now since that plan 
was abandoned. The dollar contributions 
Haskell is raising would not 
have gone very far in bringing delega- 
tions from Iowa and Missourito Fairview, 
and in order to get at the people Mr. 
Bryan had to get out and go to them.

RECORD FOR R HAMBURG BELLE. 


Connecticut Bred t Horse. Makes Fastest 


Three-Heat Time. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 7.—For the 
first time in the history of the Charter 
Oak classic, the ten-thousand-dollar trot, 
a Connecticut-bred horse, Hamburg Belle, 
won the event to-day. In doing so she 
not only broke the track record for the 
race, but also established the world’s 
fastest three-heat time, 2:04%. This feat 
was witnessed by fully 25,000 people, the 
largest crowd that ever turned out to 4 
Grand Circuit attraction in this city. 

No other entry had a chance against 
the fleet-footed mare, she running like a 
machine, steady and true, for all the dis- 


tance, her only real opponent being Locust | 


Jack, and he was 
second. 

There were twelve starters, with Ham- 
burg Belle and Spanish Queen ruling 


favorites in the estimation of the talent. 
In the first heat Hamburg Belle and Lo- 
cust Jack made a pretty race, the mare 
pulling away in the last few rods of the 
stretch. Spanish Queen broke badly at 
the start, and Jack Leyburn was away 
in the rear when the word ‘‘Go” was 
given. The announcement of the time 
of this heat, 2:05, was greeted with cheers, 
as it signified a new track record, ‘beat- | 
ing that of 2:07%, made in 1900 by 
Georgena. 

The second heat was just a second 
slower, the same two horses being in the 
lead practically all ‘the time. Spanish

Relative to the telegraph item from Passaic 
in THwp Timms of Aug. 24, to 
effect that ‘‘ the fastest t!_me ever 
on a two-wheeled vehicle of any kind was 
made by Jake De Rosia on a motoreycle at 
the Clifton Stadium "’ on the afternoon of Aug. 
when he covered a quarter-mile in 
seconds. I would say that Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss of Hammondsport, N. .Y., at Ormonde 
Beach in January, 1907, covered mile in 
2 2-5 seconds on a motorcycle and thus holds 
the record.

MORAN MAKES GOOD DRAW. 


Honors Even After 23 Rounds of 
Fighting with Abe Attell. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 7.—Abe. Attell, 
the champlon featherweight of America, 
and Owen Moran, England’s premier 


boxer in the same division, fought a 
(drawn battle at James Coffroth’'s Colma 
open-air arena this afternoon in the pres- 
}ence of about 6,000 spectators. The bat- 
tle lasted twenty-three rounds, and at its 
conclusion Referee Jack Welch unhesitat- 
ingly grasped both lads by the hand, sig- 
nifying that the fight was a draw.

After the fight Maron declared: “I 
broke my right hand in the second round.

Moran's hand was badly swollen around 
the thumb, but it was not possible to veri- 
fy the claim of a broken hand. Moran's 
face was much battered, and the left eye 
was nearly closed as a result of Attell’s 
almost ceaseless prodding. On the other 
hand, Attell emerged from the fight with- 
out a mark. Attell gave out this state-

Strategy Employed in Finding 
“Enemy ” on Bloodless Field 
of Van Cortlandt Park. 


LIVELY DUEL OF ARTILLERY 


40,000 Spectators See the “Army of the 
South” Attempt to Escape from 
the “ Army of the North.” 


A lot of powder was burned yesterday in 
Van .Cortlandt Park, and the roar of 
3-inch guns and the cheering of 300 Na- 
tional Guardsmen rang up and down the 
valley and over the hills, while thousands 
of spectators watched the sham battle of 
the First Battalion of Artillery of the Na- 
tional Guard of New York State. No one 
was hurt, but there was intense excite- 
ment among the guardsmen for a while. 

It may have looked like a real battle to 
some of the ‘ rookies,’’ but all that the 
crowd saw was troops of horsemen gal- 
loping over the park and now and then 
a belch of smoke and a cannon roar from 
the hills. 

It was a woman spy who proved the 
star feature of the day. The woman spy 
was a surprise not down on the pro-' 


gramme. The introduction of this female 
warrior was somewhat theatrical, but it 
makes better reading than the teehnical 
recital of a bloodless battle fought by 
National guardsmen, . 

Preparation for the battle was elaborate. | 
Sealed orders were dispatched from Major 
David Wilson’s tent. Some went to Capt. 
John F. O’Ryan of the First Battery.

Brooks, who, from papers found 
in his bag,

found dying in his room. 

When an ambulance surgeon arrived

that he had died from natural causes, 
There was a slight bleeding at the mouth 
and no evidence of preparation for sui- 
cide. Another guest of the hotel had 
heard his groaning, and had told the ele- 
vator boy, which led to his discovery 
about midnight. 

Yesterday when Coroner Harburger ex- 
amined his letters he found two that had 
been addressed to “C. H. Brooks, 169 
Duane Street, care of W. L. Ramage, 
with Armour & Co.” 
from Portland, Me. On the back of the 
envelope containing a letter dated Sept. 4 
was written in the same hand as the 
bod of the letter: 

don't feel half so bad as I did when 
I wrote this letter. Read between the 
lines. I will write a better one Sunday. 
; Cheer up! You'll soon be dead.’ 
| The letter was from Brooks’s wife and | 
reflected, as its writer said, 
gloomy ‘mood, but her toothache. 

This was the first letter: 


Thursday, Noon, 
My own darling: 

Your letter and postcard written Tuesday 
received this morning, and as you may 
well imagine, their contents have made me 
pretty blue. I think your reference to the 
fact that ‘‘ Dr. Field’ thinks you wrote 
Fairchild too soon rather uncalied for, a 
I shal! never err in that respect again. 
shall never advise about anything aN, 
You may do just as you please. I shall 
simply go ¢razy if your next letter doesn’t 
bring something in the way of encourage- 
ment, 

There {s morphine enough here to end it 
all, and if I get much more desperate I shall 
take it and take the children with me, 
Murderer and suicide will be beautiful to 
gay about me, but I would rather be dead 
than live like this. I had so hoped to hear 
something encouraging from you _ to-day, 
I had rather be dead than Ilve like this. 
Not having had anything yesterday and 
this letter before me is certainly not calcu- 
lated to keep a woman's heart and courage 
up, but rather to make her sell her body 
for a few clothes and stamps to write to 
a husband who can only see the dark side 
of everything. 

You needn’t comment on this letter when 
you write, but simply ‘‘ buck up’’ and do 
something that we may see our way to be 
together. I know I must love you, whether 
I want to own it or not, for nothing but 
love would have kept me straight or made 
me stick to you as I have, I shall write 
you again Sunday and mall it at the cor- 
ner, and I hope 1 shall be able to write in

“Who are you?” replied Dr. Lane, 
calmly, and then he motioned to the ex- 
cited orderly that he had better return 
to his duties in the emergency ward. 

Instead of, obeying the doctor, Williams 
began to abuse the doctor, who stepped 
forward and delivered an uppercut to the 


jaw that sent Williams sprawling on the 
floor.
